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Federal Government’s Unemployment. 
Policy Is Settled; Governor-General’s 


Grants Will Provide Necessary Funds 


OTTAWA, Jan. 25.—(Canadian Press)—Measures for the relief of unemployment and distress 


throughout Canada, the necessary funds to be provided by governor-general’s warrants, were approved 
by the federal government this evening. The regulations cover ‘the period to the end of the current 
fiseal year, March 31, and provide federal assistance to municipalities undertaking civie works during 
the winter months; to municipalities on account of the unemployment where work cannot be provided, 
and for the relief of distress in unorganized districts, A special feature of the regulations is that in 
case of unemployment of former members ‘of the Canadian British forees now in Canada, and who were 
discharged physically fit, the government will reimburse municipal authorities to the extent of one: 
half the disbursements made for unemployment relief, the provincial and municipal authorities to bear 


the remaining half.

Toronto, Jan. 24.—-An Ottawa despatch to the Star says: 
Tt is understood that Hon. W. S. Fielding has been able to 
examine the general state of the national finances, and while 
there is nothing to justify alarm, his report has impressed 
upon his colleagues the need for a ruthless policy of economy. 

A deaf ear will be turned to the demands of importunate 
followers for expenditure on public works, and estimates will 
be pared to the bone to compensate for the serious decline in 
revenues. 

The government also intend to review the contracts awarded 
by the late government for a drydock at Victoria and a pier at 
Vancouver, and if possible cancel them.
